State Sales Tax 


Increased July 1 


Six cents, instead of the usual 
5 cents, is now being added to 
every dollar purchase of taxable 


items in most California coun- 
| ties, as of July 1. 
However, 6% cents is being 


paid on purchases made in the 
three BART counties of Alameda, 
Contra Costa and San Francisco, 
as the result of recently enacted 
legislation, according to William 
M. Bennett, chairman of the State 
Board of Equalization. 

Until now, a 3% percent state 
sales and use tax, and a 1% per- 
cent local sales and use tax, or 
a comibined 5 percent tax, has 
been imposed on retailers for the 
privilege of selling tangible per- 
sonal property in California 
(plus 4 percent more in the 
BART counties). 

The new legislation increases 
the state tax from 3% to 4% per- 
cent, which, added to the 1% per- 
cent local tax makes the total 
of 6 percent. The law provides 
that the retailer reimburse him- 
self by collectiog the tax from 
the consumer, 

New tax schedules have been 
distributed to all retailers, and 
additional schedules will. be avail- 
able at any State Board of Equal- 
ization office.

Health Officer's 
Mosqunito Note 


The hot weather recently has 
done more than just cause people 
| to buy fans and air conditioners. 
| According to Deputy Health Offi- 
|cer Harold Van Coops, it has 
caused a critical increase in mo- 
squito breeding in certain areas. 

Mosquitoes hatch in water, The 
hot weather has caused rapid 
growth of algae in the water of 
back yard ponds, and this is what 
mosquito larvae feed upon. 

The eggs of mosquitoes are laid 
in rafts of 50 to 200, floating up- 
on the surface of water or on 
leaves of water lilies. In a day 
or s0, they hatch, releasing the 
tiny wigglers which feed, shed- 
ding their skins several times as 
they grow, finally, in 9 to 12 days 
coming forth as flying mosqui- 
toes, 

The solution to the local mo- 
squito problem, according to Van 
Coops, is to contro] it while they 
are still in the water. Top-feed- 
ing minnows, called Gambusia, 
are very efficient in eating up the 
wigglers. Draining ponds is also 
perfect control. Chemical con- 
trol is not advised, since it will 
poison the pond and oiling, while 
effective, causes a mess. 

Residents who are aware of 
ponds which might be hatching 
mosquitoes should call the health 
department, 526-6116, giving the 
address, and an investigation will 
be made.

Classes For Young and Old 


This summer, as in the past 
few years, Lawrence Hall js off-
